FCC Reallocation of 220 MHz Band 

— Good, Bad, or Indifferent? 
By now most if not every MMRA 
member has heard that the FCC will be 
reallocating the 220 MHz band. In case 
you haven't, what the FCC has done is to 
adopt a Report and Order in General 
Docket 87-14, the proposal to reallocate 
220-222 MHz band to Land Mobile ser- 
vice using ACSB technology. 

At first this may appear to be all bad. 
But it is not, there is some good to come 
out of it. In particular, the remaining 3 
MHz of the band, 222-225 MHz, would 
become available to Amateurs on an 
exclusive basis, thus removing the cloud 
of possible secondary or, at best, equal 
shared usage status that has existed for 
years.

On the other hand it is also not all good. 
In particular, they will be reallocating 2 
MHz of spectrum that has seen increasing 
use for high-speed digital communication 
links. Not all of these links can be readily 
moved to other bands because of band- 
width and propagation considerations. 
And with the 222,32-224.98 repeater sub- 
band quickly saturating, at least in the 
New England area, relocating these links 
above 222 MHz may not be practical. 


Our more recently acquired 900 MHz 
band is an alternative for those links for 
which line-of-sight propagation is not a 
problem. However, the word is that even 
that band may be feeling spectrum utiliza- 
tion pressure (from the cellular-phone 
industry). Accordingly, the one thing we 
cannot afford to be is indifferent. Nor will 
being overly emotional about the situa- 
tion help. 


So what can and should you do. Write 
the FCC, But more importantly, write or 
call your Congressional Representative 
and Senators. Ask them to support Ama- 
teur Radio. Cite some of the accomplish- 
ments of Amateur Radio. Especially any 
that may have directly benefited their 
district. Point out our need to retain some 
spectrum below 222 MHz for the digital 
communication links that have become 
increasingly important to the level and 
quality of emergency communication we 
can provide, 

Suggest a potential alternative such as 
reallocating 219-221 MHz or 2 MHz at 
420 MHz. We've already lost 420-430 
along the Canadian border and have only 
restricted use in other areas. Also, ques- 
tion why manufacturers were advertising 
220 MHz ACSB equipment months be- 


fore the FCC ruling.

Minutes of Board Meeting 


July 27, 1988 


The meeting was called to order at 7:10 
PM by our president WB2DCL. Also 
present were KIPBL, KITAO, KBIFZ,

KAICLX and K3BUZ. 

KBIFZ passed out new rosters and 
announced we had 409 members paid to 
September 1988. Frank also indicated 
that WIJDO had brought in ten new 
members in the past month alone and 
moved that WiJDO be rewarded with 
credit for next years dues as a thank you 
from MMRA. The motion was unanim- 
ously approved. 

WB2DCL invited the Board to his 
home to discuss next year’s budget on 
Sunday, August 7, 1988. KBIFZ an- 
nounced he would not be available due to 
vacation plans. 

KAICLX announced that the new 61 
Marlboro repeater antenna would go up 
next weekend. 

WAIZID suggested that the Viking 
Club members might be approached to 
support the Quincy area repeaters. He 
agreed to contact some of them to ascer- 
tain the level of interest. 

After considerable discussion, the 
board voted to recommend a dues in- 
crease for the 1988-1989 membership 
year. The recommendation agreed upon is 
$25 for an individual and $35 for a family 
membership. Family membership eligibil- 
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ity is extended to amateurs in the same 
family living at the same address. 

The Board voted to change the auto- 
patch access codes in September coinci- 
dent with the start of the membership 
year. 

The Board agreed to recommend that 
dues be prorated for new members only 
on the basis of full dues ($25) in Sep- 
tember, October and November; $20 in 
December, January, and February; $15 in 
March, April, and May; and $10 in June, 
July, and August. 

KITAO announced that George 
Downs, WICT had become a Silent Key. 
George was a long term member of 
MMRA and served as our president in the 
early 1980's. 

NIBHI reported that the controller 
software had been translated to an IBM 
compatible format, and that WAIYDL 
will provide a software development envi- 
ronment allowing the modification of 
software for the new area code to proceed. 

NIBHI also announced that each re- 
peater trustee should renew his coordina- 


tion with the appropriate coordinator for . 


his band. Andy agreed to provide the 
proper forms to each trustee. 

WB2DCL proposed after considerable 
discussion that, in addition to the five 
regular meetings we schedule a flea 
market in January, a tour of FEMA in 
Maynard in December, a portable/mo- 
bile equipment clinic next Fall and a 
picnic next August. An effort will be made 
to hold meetings in areas with high 
member density. Weston was selected for 
the September and May meetings with 
Quincy, Stoneham and Holliston under 
consideration for the others.

New England Electricity: 
a Question of Balance 


A Talk by Harry Jones 
Massachusetts Electric Company 


Harry Jones’ presentation addressed 
the sources of our electric power; coal, 
gas, nuclear, hydro, purchases and oil. 
These sources supply the electric power 
we use for industry, street lights, commer- 
cial and residential purposes. Our eco- 
nomic prosperity in New England is lead- 
ing to increasing electric power demands, 
On August 17 and 18, 1987 a heat wave 
caused a record total demand of 19000 
Megawatts, necessitating a 5 percent re- 
duction in line voltage. We are currently 
buying power from Hydro Quebec at 
good rates but need to be concerned about 
the reliability of that source. During cold 
weather Hydro Quebec has already di- 
verted the power we normally get for its 
own abnormally high load. 

The Ruddin report to the New England 
governors predicts shortages of electric 
power in the early 1990’s. Voltage reduc- 
tions may be common. Rotating black- 
outs may be necessary to control demand 
while still providing heat and refrigeration 
intermittently to customers. The manage- 
ment of local large employers such as 
DEC and Raytheon are concerned since 
new jobs drive electric demand up, yet no 
new generating plants are being built or 
planned in Massachusetts.

Massachusetts’ oil usage for electric 
generation is six times the national aver- 
age. Massachusetts uses half of the oil 
used in New England for electric genera- 
tion. Half the oil consumed in New Eng- 
land is used for electric generation, Half 
the oil used in New England is imported. 

Hydro sites are now fully utilized. Gen- 
erating plants over 30 years old will be 
refurbished. Seabrook nuclear plant is 
planned and needed to provide 5 percent 
of our needs and Hydro Quebec 10 per- 
cent. The Ocean State new technology gas 
fired plant under construction in Rhode 
Island is needed by 1991-93 and may be 
finished in time. The contribution of 
cogeneration facilities is planned to triple. 
Electric conservation to limit load growth 
will have to make up the difference as it 
takes eight to twelve years to license, site, 
and build one power plant. 1996 is the 
earliest a new plant could be available, 
Conservation now in industry and homes 
is a high priority. Plants and transmission 
lines need to be sited NOW. A rational 
energy policy is needed to preserve the job 
growth and economic vitality of our re- 
gion. All our present sources of energy are 


needed if. we are to avoid blackouts in the 


1990's. 


Copley Place uses as much electricity as 
the entire city of Chelsea. If Seabrook 
nuclear power plant were converted to gas 
it would require as much gas to fuel it as 
is now used in all of New England. This 
much gas would probably not be available 
in winter without major increases in gas 
facilities in New England, since heating 
demand currently uses most of the avail- 
able capacity. 

A five percent voltage reduction should 
not harm any appliances if they are rated 
for the nominal line voltage. Sometimes 
problems are experienced with 220 volt 
appliances operated on 208 volt lines for 
example. although these appliances may 
work when the 208 is nominal, damage 
may occur at a five percent low 198 volts. 
Power company tolerances normally re- 


quire 120/240 plus or minus five percent 
line voltage. 

Radio noise from power lines is often 
caused by insulators moving with respect 
to the wire. When these are troublesome 
they can be located by driving around 
listening for the loudest effect on an FM 
radio.

Have We Got Batteries! 


On Sunday, September 4th, W1TMO and WB2DCL (and one of 
his harmonics) journeyed in the rain to Cambridge. Once there 
they salvaged seven 6V, 100 AHr batteries as the last remnants 
of the Dorm Line phone system in MIT’s Ashdown House. These 
batteries became surplus as MIT retired the step-by-step switch- 
ing system that had served the dormitories for many years. MIT 
recently cut the dorm phones to their new AT&T #5ESS digital 
switch—with the remainder of the campus scheduled to cut in 
October.

They will be used to 
provide emergency power at several of our repeater sites. 
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REVERSING THE 220 DECISION 


Hurb Ingles WAISSD 


It was on August 4th the FCC had ruled that 220-222 Mhz will 
be reallocated to a new business radio service. The threat to 
Amateur radio did not, and will not end with 220-222 Mhz. 
13cm, 23cm, 70 cm, 6 meters, and 160 meters are already 
targeted. Based on the criterion that the FCC used to justify 
taking 220-222 Mhz we could lose every amateur frequency 
above 28 Mhz that did not show repeater usage in the ARRL 
Repeater Directory. 

Across all amateur bands the mood is a combination of anger 
and frustration (save the occasionally ill informed HAM who 
says, “I don’t use it anyway “). Let’s focus the anger and get the 
full amateur community out to support legislative action to stop 
future infringement of our bands. The first step will be to 
support House Concurrent Resolution 317 and Senate Concur- 
rent Resolution 127. This joint resolution will encourage 
government agencies to avoid action that would reduce amateur 
radio frequency allocations. The passage of this resolution will 
be a strong weapon to help fight off future threats. 

Send letters and/or QSL cards to your congressional delega- 
tion. Send them to EVERY Senator or Congressman you can 
think of! The letters should explain WHY amateur radio is truly 
“in the public interest”. Stress technical advances, international 
good will, community activities, FREE national/international 
emergency communications and how this is more important 
than a new system for UPS’s to track boxes minute to minute! 
On the QSLs simply write “Support House(Senate) Concurrent 
Bill 317(127)”. I did both in July and have received responses 
from Congressmen Chester Atkins, Edward Markey and John 
Joseph Moakley to date. 

The ARRL is requesting that in addition to the letters on 
resolution 317/127 that additional letters be written to specific 
legislators. Rep. Ed Markey, Rep. John Dingell, and Senators 
Ernest Hollings and Daniel Inoway. They should be asked to 
support legislation that would return 220-222Mhz to the 
allocations of August 3rd, that is the day BEFORE the FCC 
action! 

Next let’s tie up the FCC administratively. N6BVU is 
providing full information on filling Petitions for Reconsider- 
ation. These petitions must be considered individually by the 


FCC, unlike the comments which’car be-answered collectively: : 


Send a SASE to N6BVU, Karl Pagel, P.O. Box 6490, Orange. 
Ca. 92613 for the “how to” worksheet. 

In a separate letter to each of the congressional delegation, 
you may also ask Congress to follow thru on it’s potential 
investigation of the FCC’s O.E.T. on allegations that the FCC 
was “bought out” by UPS on this issue. Also, the ARRL is 
planning possible court action, and is now looking at the FCC 
as hostile to amateur interests (an indication of the loss of the 
TRUST the League once had in the FCC are that words like 
“battle” and “war” now being used by the League President). All 
this is to reverse the decision of August 4th. 

One last thing. Don’t forget an appeal to the President! The 
FCC is an executive branch agency.
